His account included the dis- 
closure that a gas chamber was 
planned -for Belsen shortly be- 
fore the liberation, after an 
onrlier witness hand made the 
gensational revelation . that six 
girls imprisoned at Auschwitz 
conceived a bold and nearly 
successful plot to blow up the 
mass murder gas chamber and 
crematorium of a concentra- 
tiun camp in Poland. 

Lydia Sonszajin told the 
court she was one of six girls 
whose plot was discovered be- 
fore it could be carried out, 

The girls worked as slave 
labourers in the power plant 
near the concentration com- 


pounds. 

They stole powder for _ the 
demolition charges, as well as 
wire cutters to hack a way 
through the barbed wire fences 
around the death house. 

The witness said she es- 
caped death because she waa 
transferred to Belsen about 
the time the plot was dis- 
covered. The Germans were 
unable also to identify an- 
other member of the group, 
but four of the girla were 
caught and hanged. 

: FAR THE WORST 

Dr... Fritz Leo, of Dresden, 
was arrested in 1935 and never 
was out of prisons and concen- 
tration camps until the British 
liberated Belsem. He said the 
gas chamber at Belsen was to 
have been an _ underground 
room and the construction was 
planned — shortly before the 
liberation. 

Leo told the court that Bel- 
sen “wag by far the worst of 
all the camps.” 

The small, thin and be- 
apectacled doctor arrived at 
Luneberg after the prosecu- 
tion had negotiated with the 
Russians to get special permis- 
sion for him to return to Ger- 
many, The witness said no 
space was provided for a hos-. 
pital at first, but later the doc- 
tors were given three huts. 
“The condition of these huts 
was indescribable,” he said, 
“The roots leaked and the rain 
poured in.”—Associated Press.

Sir.—In, the -past three and 
half yenrs, property owners 
suffered considerably. ' Many 
fair minded owners did not in- 
crease the rents, and. whatever 
renta collected in’ Japanese 
Military Yen were insufficient 
to cover taxes and experises 
especially’. in the past twelve 
months. Now, the war is over, 
many properties require sub- 
stantial repairing and renova- 
tions. If any suggestion to in- 
vite action to declare six 
months Rent Moratorium, it. 
will not only give the property 
owners severe losses but it will 
algo retard the reconstruction 
of Hong Kong. If any’ .pro- 
posals made must be fair both 
to owners and tenants. It is 
obvious that the rank and file 
remained tn Hong Kong in the 
past three and half years strug- 
gled from day to day.
